P. project was first launched and for 
sometime afterwards, the Canadian 
Pacific demanded that tie liné should 
not fe allowed to enter Winnipeg, 
but should be built away to the north. 
It did not relish the idea of having 
a competitor. Bui the Government 
did not entertain that remarkable re 
qjuest. Winnfpeg is the eommercial 
centre of the West, the colleciing and 
distributing potnt of all the export 
grain, the headquarters of all fhe 
banks. whose money helps to move 
the crop, and so on. Tt would have 
been simply absurd for the Govern- 
ment to order the Grand Trunk Pa- 
eific, which is being built as a com- 
petitive route to the Canadian Pa- 
eific and Canadian Northern, to*keep 
out of Winniper, and run north be- 
yond the Saskatchewan and thence 
westerly to Edmonton.
